Gratitude. He will immediately perceive, that 


the gracious God of Nature has ſo ordered and 
adjuſted it, in all its various Combinations, 
that as in the natural World, every Element 


executes his Will according to the Rule impoſed 
for its Direction, by infinite Wiſdom, ſo in the 


Moral, the determination of each human Action 


to the wiſeſt Purpoſes, may be as certainly pro- 


nounced, as that ſome of the uſes of the Sun, 
are to afford Light and Warmth to the Earth. 


Let him look on the Vices of Men, he will not 
find one, that while it leads to the deſtruction 
of the Perpetrator, does not ſpread its contagi- 
ous Poiſon farther, and involve the Ruin of o- 


thers: Let him then turn in Admiration to the 
bleſſed Reverſe, the beauty of Holineſs, the 
mighty Power of Righteouſneſs; if he runs, he 


may read its noble and happy Effects with great 
Advantage; if he make them his Study, freſh 


Vigour will be added to him in the Purſuit of 


it, but he would find an Antediluvian Age too 
ſhort, to exhauſt the Subject, or finiſh the Courſe, 


Righteouſneſs brancheth out in ſuch various 


Ways, its Conſequences are ſo important, its 
Effects fo extenſive, that as it came to us from 


God,

God, ſo it may be traced without Interruption 
(but from our own Weakneſs and Incapacity) 
"til! it returns back to the Foot of his Throne. 
In the Preſence of Righteouſneſs, even aban- 
F doned Profligacy ſtands in Awe, and for the Time 
2 ſeems to be ſuſpended, perhaps departs with a 
3 ſting of Conſcience, that may produce Reforma- 
tion ; Hypocriſy trembles for fear of DeteQion 
before it; partial Obedience ſees in it, as in a 
Glaſs, the foul Spots that ſtill deform it; the not 
quite extinguiſhed, but yet fmoaking Flax re- 
vives, and re-kindles a Flame at its approach ; 
wherever it extends, it ſpreads Calmneſs and Se- 
renity, reſtraining every thing boiſterous and 
deſtructive of Peace. 


Theſe or fach-like Reflections will ariſe, to 
the unſpeakable Comfort of him, who fearches 
for, and follows after Righteouſneſs, he will not 
only rejoice in his own Security, but (his virtu- 
ous Mind expanded) he.will become the Citizen, 
the Patriot, the Friend and Benefactor of Man- 
kind. The Doctrine that private Vices, are pub- 

lic Benefits, will appear abſurd and deteſtable; 
the Charges againſt the Chriſtian Religion's be- 
ing the Cauſe of Diſcord and Tumult, while 
Heathen Morality promoted Peace and Tran- 
quillity in the World (however covered with the 
dazling 
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W; SERMON. reached before 


dazling Varnifh of eee, or guarded by the 


ingenuity of Wit) will be diſcovered to be as 


falſe as they are Malignant, and he will readily 


aſſent at laſt to the Aſſertion of Solomon, that 


cc ee N exalteth a Nation.” 


This Aphoriſm to a Mind any way engaged 
in the Subject, ſeems to force in with ſuch Con- 


viction, that he who ſhould ſubſtitute in its 
Place, any other Scheme for public Profperity, 
might well be eſteemed much inferior in Pru- 


dence to him, who would prefer a boifterous and 
varying Storm to a fair and fteady Gale, when 


he was anxious for his Merchandize, and earneſt 


to arrive at the Haven where he would be. But 
if for the Efficacy of it, we appeal to the prac- 
tice of the World, there fatally the Aſſertion 
ſeems to fail, it does not prevail as it ought, as 
being the only ſure Rock, and Foundation on 
which to raiſe national Welfare. It is never- 
theleſs obſervable, that every Regulation re- 


garding Society, tacitly acknowledges the Truth 


and Importance of it: all Laws of Penalty or 


Coercion imply the danger of the increaſe of Sin, 


and every legal Protection or Encouragement 


held out, muſt pre- ſuppoſe the high Advantage 
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From hence we may conclude, that this Triith 
is not loſt, but too much forgotten like many 
others: happy beyond Conception, would even 
this World be; were theſe, few Words, the Max- 
im and Rule of every Society, from the higheſt 
one of Legiſlature, to the loweſt of Mechanic 
Arts. Would pe 4 were the Baſis, the 


firſt, the leading operating Principle of every 


public Deliberation and Counſel. Violence 
would no more be heard in our Land, nor De- 


| truQion within our Borders; then would Juſtice

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dictatorial Inſolence to Neighbours. Theſe are 
net the Offspring, neither can they be the ex- 
Pectation of Righteouſneſs; they have indeed 
been given to Nations, but they were given to 
make them Scourges and Inftruments of Wrath 
to others. 'The fweet Waters. derived to a Na- 
tion from this heavenly Fountain, are intrinfic 
and abſolute, not relative Proſperity, a State of 


Peace, Order and Security, where real Liberty 


reigns, where Licentroufneſs is reſtrained, where 
true Knowledge is encouraged, where uſeful Arts 


are cultivated and improved, where Induſtry 


riſes from a ſenſe of Duty, and is ſtimulated in 


its Progreſs, by a oertainty af Enjoyment, where 


public and foreign Affairs are tranſacted with 
Wiſdom andFrdelity, and where unjuſt and im- 
portant 1 are n with firm and 
m Wannen. | 


'To enter POR a formal Proof, that theſe and 
various other National Bleſſings flow from the 
Righteouſneſs of a People, feems unneceſſary; 
yet however ſelf-cyident the Aſſertion may be, 
in a courſe of Thought or Reaſoning, the inat- 
tention to it, and the importance of it, might 
fully juſtify every Attempt to revive and incul- 
cate the Doctrine. Let us then juſt look on two, 
perhaps the principal and moſt firiking Marks of 


National 
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National Proſperity, Riches and Strength, and 


| ſhew how ineffectual they are, without Righte- 
ouſneſs. The moſt precious Ores dug from the 


Earth in the utmoſt Purity, the moſt luxuriant 
native Productions of Soil or Climate, are not 
Riches, where the Application of Induſtry, the 
Efforts of Genius, and the Security of Honeſty 
are wanting. Without theſe the Politician will 
in vain exert his Authority or Abilities. He may 
enact Laws and Regulations, he may Employ 
Taſkmaſters, or uſe the Rod of Correction, but 
without Effect. Supineſs and Poverty will pre- 
vail: the Advantages of Nature will op be im- 
proved, or its Defects corrected, unleſs it may 


de in partial Activity, prompted by the Avarice 


or Cunning of a few. But where Righteouſneſs, 
Religion and Virtue prevail, Induſtry 1s regard- 
ed as a Duty of high Obligation; the tranſcen+ 
dant Majeſty of God is Alorified 3 in the Progreſs 
of uſeful Arts, and Integrity the Band of Confi- 
dence, is inſeparably united to the firft Notion of 
Righteouſneſs. Commerce is the natural Parent 
of Riches, and theſe Qualities can alone invite 


it, and render ſuch intercourſe fure and per- 
mancnt.

9 7 pot wo a contempt t of Foes may diftin- 
guiſh; a People: but if 2 Senſe of Religion be 
wanting; if they, know not what they are, or 
what they may be, theſe unfubſtantially y founded, 
though boaſted Qualities „ may. fail in 6 Hour 


of greateſt extremity, when every Thing held 


dear to them, may be in ſuſpenſe. A Flaſh of 
Lightning might overwhelm an Hoſt with ſuper- 


ſtitious Panick and Diſmay, or a blaſt of peſtilen- 


tial Vapour might ſink them into Dejection and 
Deſpair. But where Men engaged in a juſt 
Cauſe, act as Inſtruments of the Almighty, ſin- 
cerely, though humbly confiding in his gracious 
Promiſes; where Remorſe and the ſtings of Con- 
ſcience have been removed by Obedience, or 
Repentance; and Faith can anticipate the Joys 
of Heaven prepared for the Servants of the moſt 
High: what can ſubdue the Spirits of ſuch Men, 
mutually ſupporting each other, or reduce them 
to be a Scoff or Triumph to their Enemies? 
They may be repulſed, but they will rally; 3 
they may retreat, but they will return. 


Though td 10 that Famine reduce, 
and Sickneſs enfeeble their Bodies, to the laſt 
Moment, their Minds will meditate Acts of Va- 


lour, and true Heroiſm. "BY: muſt be invinci- 
ble.

Inſtruction or Information, in a Point ſo nearly 


ſelf-evident, have not been aimed at, in dwelling 


upon it; my Endeavour has been to raiſe up 
Meditations on a Subject ſo fraught with Impor- 


tance, that it might well be ever preſent and 


uppermoſt in the Minds of all who wiſely and 


truly love themſelves, their Neighbour, and 7 


Country; and it is my moſt earneſt Wiſh, that 


the ſure, and only ſure Principle of National In- 
tereſt may be purſued; that our Fears and dread- 


ful looking for of Judgment may be aſſuaged by 


the reſtoration of Righteouſneſs among us, and 
that God may be our Glory. To effect this, 
various as are the Orders of Men, ſo various 
might the Applications and Calls be, for Contri- 
butions and Aſiſtance. To every Talent entruſt- 
ed to Man, God in Mercy has given the Power 
of being increaſed, but Woe and outer Darkneſs 
are denounced againſt thoſe who hide it. 


The Magiſtrate by the Execution of ſalutary 
Laws, might reſtrain the open Practice of Pro- 
phaneſs and Immorality, and thereby leſſen the 


Habit of Vice, which my be conſidered as one 


Step to Virtue. 


The great in Station, or in Affluence, ha ve 


many willing Dependants, and their influence is 


exten.

extenfive, their Example often deciſive. Let 
their Frowns fall on the Baſe and Proflipate ; 
their Favours on the Virtuous and Honeft, and 
they will add Dignity and public Benefit to their 
high Places. The Clergy I truſt, are not to be 
informed what Conſequences attend the Diſ- 
charge of their Office, or what Rewards or Pu- 
niſhments await their Conduct. But of all the 
Means for promoting univerſal Righteouſneſs 9 
which might be mentioned, none feem to be ſo ; 
adequate, ſo ſure, as the careful and ſuitable 
Education of Youth. Among that helpleſs, un- 
leſs ſtrictly guarded Flock, the arch Enemy to 
Happineſs, with infernal Policy, makes his moſt 
determined Aſſaults. The Approaches to the 4 
youthful Heart are fearfully expoſed, their Paſ- 1 
ſions by which the Underſtanding, or Reaſon is 
opened, may eaſily be diſtorted from their natu- 
ral Bent. Fortitude may produce cruelty, Meek- 
neſs Timidity, Generofity and Benevolence may 
degenerate into Extravagance, and lead into 
Temptation, the falſe external Glare of ſenfible 
Objects deceives their unexperienced Minds; 
they miſtake a painted Sepulchre for the habita- 
tion of Pleaſure. Every Thing may be perverted, 
their very Amuſements may ſow the Seeds of 
Thorns ant 'Thiftles ; the ProſpeR of their fu- 
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ture Life becomes Tremendous ; their Death will 
not expiate or determine the Miſeries of it. 


On the Suppolltion of a general Neglect in che 
Education of Youth, the moſt Tragical Picture 
of Human Wretchedneſs muſt be formed, while 


the hopes of a juſt Attention to the training up 


Children in the Way they ſhould go, would 
enliven every Heart, with the joyful and ſure 
Expectation, that national Proſperity muſt be 


reſtored, by the Righteouſneſs at leaſt of the 
riſing Generation. 


Applauſe here juſtly attends the edu 
Parent, and faithful Guardian, who rear up 


their own, or deceaſed Friend's tender Off- 


ſpring, from the earlieſt Infancy to adore their 


god, and love their Fellow-Creatures. 


'The Si of iner of real 1 
are deſervedly enrolled, and praiſed among fa- 


mous Men. But on conſidering the Deſign and 


End of the Society, by whoſe Command I now 
ſtand here, I believe it will be found not infe. 
rior to any Inftitution in the extent of its Aim, 
in the Means it has adopted, and the pure un- 
mixed Piety, and Benevolence, Patriotiſm and 

C2 5 Zeal, 
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Zeal, * 3 theſe Means are e for 
the advancement of Righteouſneſs. 


Unequal Praiſe would ill-ſuit Champions of 
ſo glorious a Cauſe; the competency. of, its 
Members, to ſo great an Undertaking ; and the 
Senſe I know they have of its Importance, ex- 
chudes a doubt of their Perſeverance to the End, 
and render even Exhortation uſeleſs. 


But they who by Accident, or Inattention 


are unacquainted with this great National Ob- 


ject, may be properly called on, to pay it that 
Regard WR 1 is ſo ney due to it. 


The Origin of this Society, is as ſimple as it 
is amiable. It roſe from the Benevolence and 
Virtues of one Man, enlarging themſelves from 
private into public Acts of Charity. Of the 


many Subjects for Public ſpirited Benevolence 


to adopt, which this Kingdom too unhappily 
affords, the venerable Founder, ſelected one, 


the moſt extenſively uſeful that could well be 


imagined. He ſaw the pernicious Effects of 


Popiſh Errours to the Community, as well as to 


the Souls and Bodies of thoſe deluded by them; 
not confined in a ſmall Channel, but ſpreading 
Spiritual and Temporal Wretchedneſs among 
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the Whole 15 of the inferior "WIA He | 
greatly and wiſely projected a Remedy: he ap- 


plied for, and obtained a Royal Charter to 
render it effectual, and had the Happineſs to 
ſee it ſucceed, before he was called to the Ha- 
bitations of Bliſs, where the Spirits of juſt Men 


are made perfect, and where Righteouſneſs | 18 
infinitely rewarded; This Patriotic Effort, this 
bright Example (to the Honour of the Nation) 


was ſoon followed: Legiſlation gave its Pa- 


tronage, many Great, Wiſe and Good, their 
Support and Aſſiſtance, and Schools were erect- 
ed throughout the Land, for the reception of 
Children, on whom Errour, Ignorance and Po- 
verty, moſt probably muſt have been entailed 


by their Parents, or who abandoned and deſ- 
titute, muſt have become a defenceleſs Prey to 


the many who delight in Seduction, or Glory 


in making Proſelytes to a ſuperſtitious and cor- 
rupted Religion. 


One or other of theſe Circumſtances involves 


almoſt the whole Claſs of poor Children in this 


Kingdom; ſo that to extirpate Errour and plant 


true Religion; to reſcue from Famine, Diſcaſe 
or the Executioner's Hand, a melancholy nu- 
merous Multitudc of Fellow-Creatures and Fel- 
low-Subjects; and to open the Door of Health, 
Induſtry, Competency and Honeſty to them : 
without. 
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without Parental Affection, , Friendſhip, or pri 
vate Intereſt to ſtimulate, but merely for 5 
Honour of God, and the good of the Coun- 
try, is the whole Deſign of this Society. 


How this has been executed, no doubt can 


remain, when the Names ſo eminent for Vir- 


tue, Abilities and Station as thoſe who patro- 
nize and direct theſe Schools, are conſidered. 
Tf the Fruits of this great Scheme be unknown 
to any, and they defire to hear them; let them 
firft recollet the ſhocking Spectaeles, of Po- 
wy; Hunger, Prophaneneſs and every Kind 

of Profligacy, which daily wound their Ears 
and Eyes in great Towns, and the Wretchedneſs, 
Nakedneſ and Ignorance which melt a tender 


Heart in the Country; then let the benevolent 


Patriot and Chriſtian hear, that m theſe Schools 
above two 'Thouſand, two Hundren Children, 
who otherwiſe muſt have become Peſts of So- 
ciety, and augmented the Liſt of Souls doom- 
ed to Deſtruction, are annually maintained, 

their Language formed, by being exerciſed in 
praifing God, and reading his moſt holy Word : 

their feeble Hands from Childhood taught and 
inured to Labour and Induftry ; and that from 
theſe Schools nearly fix Thouſand have been 
ſent into the World, and they well qualified to 
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earn an honeſt Livelihood, as appears by their 


being ſought for, as Apprentices to different 


Callings. | 4 


They whoſe Intereſts are ſhaken by this In- 
ſtitution, Wiſe in their Generation, endeavour, 
but by no pious Arts, to undermine and ſubvert 
it. And they who devoted to the love of Riches 


or Pleaſure, chuſe not to be abridged in the 


Gratification of their beloved Objects, by a ſmall 
Sacrifice of either, attempt to excuſe their un- 
warranted Neglect of this Inſtitution, either 


by ſeeming to believe frivolous Reports, or by 


framing Objections againſt it, which might with 


the ſame Force be applied to any Mode of 


Charity, namely, the faijure of Succeſs in a 
few Inſtances, 


Though the Facts I have mentioned, need 
neither Comment or Calculation, to ſhew the 
Attention given to this Charitable Foundation, 
and the Utility of it; yet ſapported as I am 
by them, I will venture to offer my Teſtimony, 
that in the Courſe of my Parochial Attendance 
for many Years, in different Parts of this King- 
dom, I never heard any veal ObjeQion, except 
(and that not a general one) the diſhoneſty or 


inſufficiency of ſome School-Maſters, or Miſ- 


treſſes, 
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A SERMON preached. before 


treſſes, no doubt there can be of the difficul- 


ty, but there can be as little doubt, that this 


Objection whenever well grounded and diſ- 
covered, will be effeQually removed. 


Conſcious of the higheſt ' Regard: for the So- 
ciety and their great Work, I will not fear the 
Imputation of want of Reſpect, by having ſtated 
this ObjeQion, if there were others, it would 
be my Duty to acknowledge, and their Intereſt 
to know them. 


My Brethren, there never was a Time in 
this ſinful World, in which a relaxation of 


Endea vours to promote Righteouſneſs, could 


be juſtified. God grant that the Sins of the 
World may never make theſe Endeavours more 
neceſſary than they are at preſent: they are 


awfully and ſufficiently neceſſary already. 


Wherever we turn our Eyes, the Proſpect is 
full of Gloom, and every Incident ſeems to 


be a Signal, that the Wrath of God is gone 


forth, and in that Caſe, unleſs we ot, 
we muſt all Inevitably periſh. 


I e attempted by plain Truths, to revive 
in your Minds a very plain Doctrine, that 
Rightopuſneſs alone can exalt a Nation, and 

make 
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a8 the Individuals happy. They are Truths, 


and not the leſs ſo for, coming to you, unadorn- 


ed. I beſeech you then for the ſake of every 


Thing precious to Man, to yourſelves, your 
Poſterity and your Country: let every one as 


he is able, lend his Aid for the attainment of 
this National Safeguard. The Grace of God 
may bring back into the right Way thoſe who 


are not groſsly Ignorant, although they have 


erred and gone aſtray. But it ſeems to be too 


near a Miracle for us to expect, that he will 


turn into ſudden Light, that great Darkneſs, 


with which the moſt numerous Part of our 


Brethren and Countrymen are ſurrounded. To 


do this by Degrees and natural Means, either 
by Prevention or Remedy, he has left to thoſe 
who are in anywiſe qualified, as a great and 


important Duty, which muſt be diſcharged, or 


the moſt dangerous Conſequences will enſue. 
Inſtruction, Perſuaſion and Encouragement' to 


thoſe in need of them, ought not to be remit- 


ted: although the hopes be ſmall in applying 
theſe Remedies, to Men grown up in Ignorance, 


bigotted in Errour, and deterred by their Supe- 


riors, even from hſtning to Advice. Butifrom 
the Care and Cultivation of the pliable Bodies 


and Minds of Children, every Succeſs may con- 


We be preſumed. 
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If then the Scheme for the increaſe of Righ- 


tcouſneſs, purſued by the Guardians of our 
Charter-Schools, be thought by any, to be either 
Wrong or Defective, let the Paulis be publiſhed, 
or 2 better be candidly imparted ; and as they 


have no Aim but the Glory of God, and the 


Welfare of their Country, even I might pro- 
miſe, that Reformation of their own Scheme, 
or Adoption of another will immediately take 


place. But if the preſent be wiſely adapted 


to the Purpoſe, and executed with Integrity 
and Prudence, as far as they are enabled: no 


doubt it ought, as an incumbent Duty, to be 
by the Rich, with Con- 


ſup 1 and extended 
tributions and Protections by all; with their 
InſpeQion, Care and good Report, accordirg 
to their Abilities and Opportunity ; but above 


all others, by thoſe in „ 


abound, who have eſcaped from the moſt dread- 
ful Dangers, and ſtand now on ſafe Ground, 
by the timely Aſſiſtance of thoſe Aſſylums. 
'Fheir declared Evidence in its Favour is un- 
ianable, and muſt remove every Preju- 


dice; their Silence will be Baſe and Criminal

hited by Papiſts, who are kept by their-Clergy in great Ignorance of the 
true Religion, and bred up in great Dal eden. to the Government. 

That the Erecting of ExG.L15H PROTESTANT, Schools in choſe Places, 
is abſolutely neceſſary for their Converſion; that the Exno1154 PARIS 
SCHOOLS, already eſtabliſhed, are not ſufficient for that Purpoſe ; nor
